A Mediocre Performance of „ Don 
Giovanui’’ at Haverly’s. 

Had not the performance of Don Gio- 
vanni’’ by the Abbey opera company been an 
after-consideration, and had it been announced 
nefore the season opened, Haverly’s Theatre 
would again bave been pucked last night to the 
roof, for Mozart's Don Giovanni,” although 
now nearly a century old, bas lost none of its 
charms for the genera) public, and its pertorm- 
ance, if the cast is but half-way promising, is 


| always sure to attract a very lurge audience. 


While it may be true that a great deal of Mo- 
zartes music bas become antiquated, and no 
louger suits the prevailing taste, his 
Don Giovanni” is such a masterly combina- 
ton of bighest musical beauty and irresistible 
dramatic power, that this opera is still without 
a peer and likely to remain the ideal opera for 
a long time to com While essentially Ger- 
man in its conception, it is at the same time a 
model Italian opera, because Mozart combines 
in himself the German as well as the Italian 
element. While a mere boy he went to Italy; 
there he was honored as a composer and as a 
musivian; there be spent some of the happiest 
days of bis life; and it was quite natural 
mat he there received impressions which 
never becume entirely effaved. Besides, he 
composed Don Giovanni to Italian words, 


and at a time when Italian music was holding 


almost undieputed swuy in Vienna, and where 
Italian compositions were preierred to bis own. 
It waseunder such circumstauces that Mozart 
strove to write an opera which gould please 
the iovers of Italian music, as well as satis! y bis 
own independent longings, and the achieve- 
ment was bis greatest triumph. Italians do 
not only consent to sing in Don Giovanni’’; 
they claim the opera as one belouging to their 
peculiar art-province, and Germans have never 
denied that Italians can give Don Giovanni 
as well as they themselves. 

Mr. Abbey's company, however, is only an 
Italian opera company in name, and its at- 
tempt lest night to produce Don Giovavai” 
showed that its cosmopolitan character is no 
advantage. Don Giovanni” is a work of art 
of the hiehest order, and its pertormance must, 
therefore, be imbued with one weil-defined 
spirit—must have a certain temperament—if 
the work in its entirety is not to suffer and to 


be shorn of its principal beauty. It is no 
chorus opera, like Lohengrin,“ and its 
effect cannot be enhanced by the 


display of masses, either on the stage or in the 
orchestra, because it depends entirely on the 
characters of the opera, and these should be as 
well balanced as the players in a string quartet. 
There are no small or unimportant parts in 
“Don Giovanni“; every performer must be an 
artist, and all must be of equal quality, if the 
work is to be worthily performed. The chorus, 
which has but little to do, should be drilled to 
the highest possible degree, and the orchestra 
thould be so thoroughly under the control of 
the conductor that be can handle it as the vir- 
tuoso does a piano. 

Tue orchestra, while efficient in light and 
noisy works of the modern school, has too 
many poor players to be able, as a whole, to 
play with that smoothness and delicacy of fin- 
ish which Mozart's music demands, however 
well its conductor, Signor Vianesi, may be 
qualified to carrectly and artistically 


interpret the core of “Don Gio 
vanni.”’ The chorus could do well 
enough, dut lack of reheargals 


will tell nowhere with more effect than in num- 
bers like the finale of the second act (“ Trema, 
trema ), and it did tell. The characters were 
cast as foliows: Donna Elvira, Mme. Valleria, 
a pleasing singer, whose voice, however, is too 
light for the part; Donna Anna, Mme.

Careful- 
ly conducted rehearsals might have done much 
to evercome the difficulty, but these were out 
of the question, as the performance was given 
at such short notice. The consequence was 
that some of the must effective scenes 
notably the last act—became weak 
and colorless, while the whole perform- 
ance dragged and was tedious 
rather than ivspiring, and those who did not 
know Don Giovanni received by no means 
the impression they expected. The recitatives 
were especially tedious, and for no other

cuTLER’S CRUELTY. 
APPARENT CASE OF SYSTEMATIC AND 
OF A WIFE BY 


AN 
HEARTLESS MALTREATMENT 
HER HUSBAND. 
At No. 352 West Jackson street, in the sec- 
ond flat, live J. M. Cutler, bis wife, and Willie 
Sapp, the son of Mrs. Cutler by a former mar- 
riage. Recently the suspicions of other occu- 
pants of the building have been aroused by the 
sound of groans and outcries coming from 
these rooms. Up to Dec. 1 there had been 
a number ot roomers who had subrented 
in the flat, but these had left, and, as some 
of them gave as a reason that there were 


serious family troubles between Mr. and Mrs. 


Cutler, it was not long until the neighbors sat- 
isfied themselves that the latter was the victim 
of the most outrageous treatmént at the hands 


of her husband. One of these neighbors visit- 
ed Mrs. Cutler while her husband was absent, 
and, through a statement made public of what 
was seen and learned on that occasion, the 
whole story of Mrs. Cutler's wrongs, dating 
back for a number of years, has become known. 
This neighbor found Mrs. Cutler in bed, wasted 
to a mere skeleton, with marks of the brutal 
treatment she had received plainly evident. 
There was not a morsel of food in the house. 
Mrs. Cutler seemed paralyzed with terror, and, 
altbough she immediately received the kindest 
care, she could not be induced to divulge any- 
thing. Her son, however, is not quite so ret- 
icent. He is a bright-looking, courageous- 
appearing lad, and to a TRIBUNE reporter told 
the following story: 

“Ten years ago, at Champaign, III. 
mother married Cutler. She then had consia- 
erable money, and I am satisfied that he only 
married her from this fact. We came to Chi- 
Three years after the marriage he began 
a Course of outright abuse, which has been 
pursued ever since. At the paint of a revolver 
he madé her give him a pocketbook contain- 
ing a considerable sum of money, and for this 
she had him arrested, and he was in jail fora 
time. Then we moved to Quincy, where one 
night he drove my mother out of doors in her 
night-clothes, and snapped a pistol at her when 
shestried to get in. We then went to Gros- 
back, Tex. Here he sold all our fur- 
niture and left us, completely desti- 
After a time we came back 
to Quincy, where he then was, and three years 
ago rned to Chicago, living at No. 204 Pau- 
linas t. Then he skipped to St. Louis, but 
after atime my mother followed him there, 
taking me with her. One night he came home 
in one of his ugly spells, jerked my mother out 
of bed and kicked her in the face, breaking her 
jaw. I ran out and after a time found a po- 
liceman in a saloon, but could not get him to 
do anything. After a time Cutler was dis- 
charged by bis employer, and he then came 
back to Chicago, my mother paying his fare, 
and then we followed. It has since been the 
same old story. He was sent to the bridewell 
once for his cruelty. He has been in the 
employ of Griffin Dwight, reai-estate 
agents atthe cornerof Washington and Hal- 
sted streets, but, although he has earned a 
good salary, he has done nothing towards sup- 
porting the family. My mother subrented 
rooms in this flat until Dec. 1, when she fell 
sick. Then he broke out afresh, and his 
brutality caused the roomers to leave. Fora

Lately he has brought home sm 
parcels of food for himself, but would giv 
mother no money to buy any.

CHICAGO PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE SCHOOL 

BOARD FOR THE LAST YEAR—MANUAL T RAIN- 

ING RECOMMENDED AS A NEW HIGH-SC HOOL 

BRANCH. 

Advance sheets are at hand of the twenty- 
ninth annual report of Dr. Norman Bridge, 
President of the Board of Education, for the 
year ending June 30, 1883. It shows that the 
methods of teaching have been improved, the 
new methods being more natural and practical 


rules. There has been a steady increase in the 
number of pupils. The previous school year 
witnessed a total enrollment of 68,614; this 
year the number was 72.509. an increase of 
nearly 4,000. This increase has necessitated 
repeated additions to the corps of teachers. 
At the close of the school ending June, 1882, 
there were in the service of the board 1,019 
teachers; atthe close of the present school 
year there were 1,107 teachers, an increase of 
eighty-eight. 

The Longfellow was the only new school 
opened during the year, two other new build- 
ings being intended for schools already in ex- 


aries of Superintendents and teachers for the 
year ending June, 1882, was $696,428; that for 
the year ending June, 1883, was $771,065—an 
increase of $74,636. The increase was due to 
additions made to the corps of teachers and to 
the advancement of salaries. The latter 
amounted to about 6 per cent of the salaries 
formerly paid. Notwithstanding a consider- 
able Increase in school accommodations during 
the year by reason of the opening of new build- 
ings there were 3,675 more pupils than the pre- 
vious year who could gain admittance to school 
but half of each day—the total number thus 
deprived of their full school privileges being 
12,919. With an increase of 3,675 half-day pu- 
pils there were during the year 2,480 pupils who 
on application were excluded from school for 
some period for want of room. 

The cost of the five school buildings erected 
during the year—three of which were com- 
pleted and two of which will be ready by the 
opening of the next school year—was $196,548. 

The poor ventilation in many of the older 
buildings has become notorious. The neces- 
sity ot improving it has engaged the serious 
attention of the board from time to time, and 
particularly during the last two years. The 
heating apparatus which was put into the Cal- 
umet Avenue School during the previous year 
proved highly satisfactory, as it did in three 
other schools, and_it will be introduced into 
six more old buildings. But some of the 
steam-heated buildings have ventilation even 
worse than any heated by furnaces. In some 
of them the defect has been corrected. a 

The board voted during the year to purchase 
eleven school sites. The Council, however, had 
consented to the purchase of only four. In 
view of the difficulties of, obtaining sites the 
President asks whether it is not the duty of the 
board toward some of the neglected districts to 
attempt to rent for a long term of years ground 
on which to erect school-buildings. 

The total cash receipts for the year were 
$1,434,571, and the expenditures $1,827,837. The 
city tax for all purposes was $4,540,506, and the 
tax for school purposes was $1,375,437. 

The number of pupils attending the high-schools 
during the year was 1,436, or 1.98 per cent of the 
whole number of pupils (72,509) attending all the 
schools. Of this 1,436 pupils, 403 were boys and 
1,033 were girls. If often happens that, while the 
boys are in the minority at the beginning, most of 
them drop out before the end of the course. This 
is greatly to be regretted; there ought to be a 
larger number of boys, exclusive of those attend- 
ing other institutions of learning, in a city of over 
half a million people who can and will pursue to 
com pletion the high-school course of study. Many 
of the boys who leave the high-schools before the 
end of the course do so because obliged to go to 
work; others because the bustle and promises of 
business are more alluring than school, and they 
prefer to go to work. Can the course not be made 
more inviting to them without lessening, but with 
increasing, its usefulness for them? Most un- 
doubtediy the addition of a course in manual 
training and business methods would accomplish 
this end. The experience of the schools of 
manual training is, that constant care must 
be exercised lest the pupils peglect their 
literary studies for the drawing and the shop, the 
tools and the things. The addition of some short 
course of this kind, even tentatively and in a small 
way, to our high-school curriculum for such boys 
as electto take it would at once, if we may judge 
by the experience of others, increase the charm 
and usefulness of these schools for avery con- 
siderable number of pupils, many of whom now re- 
ceive little or no instruction after leaving the 
grammar school. It is said that there is no room 
in eur high-school course for industrtal studies, 
and that therefore the suggestion is impracticable. 
But such a position is absurd, since the manuai- 
training schools are nothing but high schools with 
the practical part added and someor all the studies 
of the dead languages cut off. It cannot be impos- 
sible to engraft a department of manual training 
upon our highsschool course, nor need the trial 
step be costly. The time has come for an innova- 
tion in this direction, and the board ought to take 
5 the consideration of the subject with this end in 

ew.

flourishing. Drawing should cease to be op- 
tional; all childfen should be required to take 
it, as it is primarily and directly industrial. 
There are 48,239 students of music, 26,987 of 
drawing, and 5,260 of German. Evening 
schools are growing in popularity. In the pre- 
vious school year the total enrollment was 
4,401; this year it was 6,956. The expenditure 
for the evening schools was $16,648.

THE BULLS AHEAD—THE HEAVY DEALERS AND 
THEIR DEALS. 3 

The bulis were in the ascendency yesterday, 
and succeeded in marking an advance in the 
first session of about one cent in wheat, three- 
quarters in corn, and about 30 cents in pork.

Speculative transactions were in the aggre- 
gate fairly large. The trading was entirely on 
account of the local operators, big and little, 
and mostly with scalping intent. Numerous 
lines of 100,000, 200,000, and even 350,000 
changed hands rapidly for this purpose. There 
was little disposition manifested by operatorg 
to put out extensive lines to “ stand on.” 

_ Whedf engrossed the main interest and the 
largest share of business. Trading was ani-’ 


mated, and fluctuations were quite rapid over 


arange of one cent. The only feature de- 
veloped was the disposition of the scalpers to 
“tail on“ the buying of Adams, who was 
prominent on that side, until a rise of five- 
eighths had been marked. Roche & Com- 
stock, Ream, Brega, and Poole were also promi- 
nent inthe buying movement.

PENSION AGENCIES. 

MISS SWEET SAYS THAT THE WORK MIGHT BE 
DONE BY YOUNG ARMY OFFICERS WHO ARE 
IDLE. 

A TRIBUNE reporter asked Miss Ada C. 
Sweet, United States Pension Agent, her views 
on the proposition agreed upon by the House 
Committee on Appropriations to do away with 
the pension agencies by placing the disburse- 
ment of pensions directly in the hands of the 
Treasury Department. I have not seen the 
Dill.“ said Miss Sweet, and know nothing of 
its provisions beyond what has appeared in 
THE TRIBUNE. I think it would be a mistake. 
I have always understood that the payment of 
pensions has been done more cheaply than any 
other branch of the Government service. The 
last fiscal year 306,668 pensioners were paid 
$60,431,972 in quarterly payments, at a cost of 
$288,154. This work was done by eighteen 
agents through the country, each agent under 
a heavy bond to the United States, and entire- 
ly at bis own personal risk.”’ 

“What are the chief advantages of these 
scattered agencies?” 

Agents are now paid certain salaries and a 
fee foreach pensioner on their rolls, paying 
help at their own expense. I hire a large extra 
force during the busy season of each quarter, 
and so push the payment as rapidly as possible. 
When the busy season is over I let them go, 
thereby saving a large expense.. It would take 
two clerks at Washington todo the work of one 
here. Higher salaries must be paid there, while 
it is impossible to get as good help in a city like 
Washington as in a commercial city like Chica- 
go. So far as salaries to the agents go, I re- 
ceive at present, with 26,000 pensioners on the 
roll, the same salary I did when I began in 1874 
with about 6,000. There are now not more 
than 200 clerks employed at allthe agencies, 
while at Washington under political management 
the work would require probably 500, and then 
the work would be from one to three months 
behind. The question of time is a serious mat- 
ter to a large number of peusſoners. Every 
quarter-I received many requests to pay pen- 
sions out of their order, as the writers are 
destitute and need the money to save them 
from want. Perhaps the pensioners them- 
selves, most of whom have had some experi- 


-ence with the delays at Washington while get- 


ting their pensions allowed, will express their 
seatiments so forcibly that the House Commit- 
tee will not force this scheme to give another 
branch of the Treasury Department to be used 
as a political machine. If the saving of money 
is what is desired, a better way would be to 
turn the payment of pensions over to the War 
Department and give the young officers, who 
have now nothing to do, some employment. 
In fact, the differe between the payment of 
pensions at agencies and at Washington is 
the difference between transacting business 
with any private firm in this city and with the 
Treasury Department. It now takes two weeks 
to get an ordinary letter answered from this 
department, and all business drags in a corre- 
sponding degree. It is rather comical to see 
the efforts of politicians in bidding for the votes 
of pensioners and would-be pensioners, and if 
this thing keeps on I don't know how large my 
pension-rolls will be before the year is over.“ 


MALT AND MONEY. 
C. L. EPPS & CO. VS. THE TRADERS’ BANK. 

A bill was filed in the Superior Court yester- 
day by C. L. Epps & Co., the maltsters, against 
the Traders’ Bank to set aside a judgment by 
confession for $6,550. The complainants rep- 
resent that for years back they have been en- 
gaged in the manufacture and sale of malt; 
that Greer, one of the partners, owned a malt- 


house at the corner of Dickson street and the 
Bloomingdale road; and that the firm also kept 
their horses, wagons, etc., at the same place. 
Their bank account was kept with the Traders’ 
Bank, and at times they have owed it as high 
as $30,000, all loans being secured by collater- 
als. The 9th of September last Epps borrowed 
about $6,500 of the bank, giving the firm’s 
judgment note as security. The power of at- 
torney to-confess judgment was printed in 
small letters in the note, but complainants in- 
sist it was nota valid power. With the note 
were deposited as security bonds of the New- 
comb Buchanan Company, of Louisville, Ky., 
worth about 87,500, and a warehouse receipt 
for 500 bushels of malt in the name of C. L. 
Epps & Co. The 19th of November L. B. Ford 
entered up a confession of judgment against 
complainants for $8,500, and immediately lev- 
ied an execution on the malt-house, wagons, 
and maghinery above mentioned. The next day 
Rutter, President of the Traders’ Bank, went to 
Epps and asked him to sign Greer’s name 
to the judgment note the bank held against 
the firms promising to levy an execution, so as 
to getasharein the assets which had been 
seized by Ford and to help the firm in paying 
off the Ford judgment. Greer was induced on 
the supposition that the bank wus to lend more 
money to agree that Epps might sign his name 


though not expansive abiding place. 


Rutter has quite forgotten to keep his promise 
to assist complainants. He still has the bonds 
and other collaterals and refuses to su der 
them, but insists on applying them on an n 
account he holds against the firm. For a while 
he claimed he was trying to force Ford into a 
settlement, or to form a stock company 
in the malt business, and it was not 
until after the term at which the judg- 
ment was rendered had passed by that he 
first claimed to hold the bonds, eto., for any- 
thing more than the judgme note. Com- 
plainants charge that the judgment note was 
void, because Epps had no authority from 
Greer to sign the latter’s name, and they ask 
that the bank and Rutter be enjoined from col- 
lecting the judgment, and may be compelled on 
payment of the debt due them on the note to 
surrender the collaterals above mentioned. 


THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 

A LOT SECURED FOR THE ERECTION OF A 
$125,000 BUILDING—THE NEW OPERA-HOUSE. 
A few days ago Tue TRIBUNE announced the 

fact that the Committee on Location of the 


Union League Auxiliary Club was negotiating» 


for the lease of a loton Jackson street, near 
the Government Building, upon which to erect 
a permanent hond for the Union League Club, 
which now has quarters in the Honoré Block; 
but definit information regarding the matter 
could not then be furnished. This morning 
THE TRIBUNE is able to give the full details of 
the lease referred to, which is practically 
closed, and the intentions of the club with ref- 
erence to a building. The lot secured by the 
committee, which is headed by Mr. Coe, of the 
well-known real-estate firm of Mead & Coe, is 
at the southeast corner of Jackson street and 
Fourth avenue, and is owned by Mr. Charles 
W. Bonynge, a wealthy New-Yorker, now 
residing in Paris. For many years the 
property was owned by Mr. Marcus Peiser, of 
Chicago, but last July he sold it to Mr. 
Bonynge for $62,500. It has a frontage of 
fifty feet on Jackson street by 100 on Fourth 


avenue, making the price paid for it $1,250 per 


front foot, a comfortable figure when the price 
for which it could have been secured a few 
years ago isconsidered. Owing to the fact that 
Mr. Bonynge resides in Paris, it has taken con- 
siderably longer to close negotiations than it 
would have done had he been in this country, 
but a few days agoa cablegram was received 
from him stating that he would accept the 
terms named in a letter mailed him some days 
revious by the committee. Accordingly the 
ase was forwarded at once to Mr. Bonynge 
for his signature, and it is expected back before 
many days. It was at first proposed that the 
terms of the lease should be 6 per 
on a valuation of $70,000 for 
first twelve years, and revaluation 
every five years thereafter on the basis of 6 
per cent, and that the lease should run for 
ninety-nine years. But Mr. Bonynge did not 
like the idea of revaluation. He preferred to 
have the present valuation ($70,000) to con- 
tinue through the entire term of the lease, and 
that upon that amount a rental of 6 per cent 
should be paid each year. These liberal views 
were at once adopted by the committee, and a 
lease for ninety-nine years, at an annual 
rental of $4,200, was made out and sent to Mr. 
Bonynge for his signature, which it will un- 
doubtedly receive. 
Within a few days the club will hold a meet- 
ing and select a huilding committee that will 
proceed as rapidly as may be with the work of 


providing an edifice to be placed upog the 


ground. An architect will be engaged and 
plans will be drawn for a structure that will 
cost not more than $125,000. As 


-lot is comparatively small the house l 


probably be made six stories high, and will be 
arranged to as nearly perfect as possible 
for club purposes. It was the original füten- 
tion to secure a lot that would enable the club 
to putupa pretentious structure that would 
represent an expenditure of half a million 
dollars, and from which an income could be 
derived; but more conservative ndtions have 
prevailed, and the club will have an elegant 
All of 
the $50,000 of stock has been taken, and there 
is anxiety on the part of members to obtain 
more. But the rest of the necessary building- 
fund, $75,000, will be raised by the issuance 


‘of bonds, which will be sold to members of 


the club. It will be provided that should. any 
bondholder desire to dispuse of his bonds he 
may present them to the Treasurer of the 
Auxiliary Club, from whom he will receive 
not less than par for them at any time. 

As soon as the lease is returned and plans 
gre drawn for the building, the work of con- 
struction will be commenced, and all possible 
dispatch will be used in completing the struct- 
ure. 

It was stated on good authority yesterday 
afternoon that Mr. Bonynge was guided in his 
valuation of the lot leased by an offer of $68,000 
cash which he received for it some weeks ago, 
and which he refused. 

THE NEW OPERA-HOUSE. 

An error apparent to all acquainted with the 
values of real estate in Chicago crept into the 
report of the lease of the exchange building 
lot yesterday morning. It is authoritatively 
stated that the owners refused a cash offer of 
$3,500 per front foot on Washington street for 
the lot only a short time ago. 

Mr. Robert Fergus says he remembers seeing 
the original deed of the lot, which was sold to 
John Noble in 1832 for $135. The size then was 
90 by 190. It is now 107 by 182. Mr. Noble now 
resides in Lake View.“

The Chief of Police of London wrote concern- 
ing the matter, and expressed the hope that an 
innocent man would not be convicted. The

Counsel for Sadie Reigh, the murderess, ap- 
plied to Judge Hawes for atwo-weeks’ continu- 
ance of their case, which was granted. They 
hope to establish by expert testimony that the 
girl is a victim of occasional attacks of insanity.

KINNEY MUST G0. 
THE SUPREME COURT SAYS THAT HIS TEN 
_ YEARS’ SENTENCE FOR MANSLAUGHTER WILL 
HOLD. 
The Supreme Court has sustained the verdict 
of the lower court in the case of John Kinney, 
who was sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment 


at Joliet by Judge Tuley in April last. He was 


convicted of manslaughter for killing Peter 
Vigo, in November, 1882, in a quarrel at a sa- 
loon where the dead man was employed as bar- 
keeper. His counsel got a supersedeas, and in 
the meantime the condemned man was set at 
liberty pending the decision of the higher court, 
which is that the verdict was righteous one. 
Kinney was arrested last evening and lodged 
in jail, to await his removal to the penitentiary. 
The circumstances ot the nme are as follows: 
Vigo and Kinney got into a dispute in which 
Kinney used insulting language regarding Ger- 
mans. Vigo said he was not a German, but had 
a good many friends who were. Kinney con- 
tinued his abuse, and when he asked for a 
drink he was refused. With an oath he pulled 
a revolver and shot Vigo, who lingered for five 
weeks and then died from the wound.

DOMINION FINAN OES. 


Increase of the National Debt—An Ad- 


verse Balance of Trade. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 22.—It would appear 
from official reports laid before Parliament 
last night that Sir John Macdonald's great na- 
tional policy has not proved successful. The 
nahonal debt of Canada is shown to have in- 
creased from $174,957,269 in 1878 to $202,159,104 
on June 30, 1883, which is at the rate of $46 per 
capita of popuiation. The total annual ex- 
penditure during the same period increased 
from $410,419,019 to $68,040,463 last year, while 


the receipts from various sources of revenue | 


inereased by exhorbitant taxation from $36,- 
876,711 to $62,286,053. In 1878 Sir John took 
great pleasure in drawing Mr.Mackenzie’s atten- 
tion to the advérse balance of trade against 
Canada, at that time amounting to 15 per cent, 
at the result of a free-trade administration. In 
place of reducing this adverse balance of trade, 
Sir John's protective policy has increased um- 
ports to over 25 per cent above exports, while 
the duties collected increased 81 per cent. The 
total exports from Canada last year amounted 
to $98,085,804, of which $41,668, was export- 
ed to the United States. The total value of im- 
»~orts of goods entered for consumption was 
123,137,019, of which $56,032,333 came from 
United States, showing that over 45 per 
cent of the total imports came from the latter 
country. The Finance Minister @tates in his 
annual report that he will be obliged to nego- 
tiate a loan of over $29, 000 during the year 
to meet liabilities falling due the Ist of Janu- 
ary next. The disclosures made by the reports 
bronght down by the Government last night, 
us to the rapidly-tncreasing debt, increased 
taxation, and annual expenditures, and the 
Jarge balance of trade against the country, 
-eoupled with the recent failure of the Govern- 
4ment to negotiate a small domestic loan, are 
not likely to inspire confidence in the securi- 
ties it may have to offer. 


TWICE CONVICTED OF MURDER. 


A Vicksburg Merchant Who Thought 
He Had Fixed the Jury. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Jan. 22.—The sensation 
of the city today is the conviction ot Samuel 
Hawthorne of murder with life-imprisonment 
us the penalty. The crime was comjnitted five 
years ago. Lemuel McGee, the victim, was 
hot down in cold blood while fleeing from his 
assailant. Hawthorne had both money and 
triends, and though convicted at first trial two 
years ago he succeeded in getting a new one, 
‘and was admitted to bail. To the surprise of 


every one, he attempted to leave the 
country, but was taken, in hand by 
one of Pinkerton’s men while in the act 


ot boarding an ocean steamer at New York. 
He was brought back in irons; but having 
considerable property he was again successful 
in procuring bondsmen. The last trial has 
been jn progress several days, and resulted in 
a verdict of “guilty”’’ this morning. Haw- 
thorne conducts two stores in this city, and 
when the result of the trial became known 
there was a rush among the creditors to attach 
= property. There were eight negroes on 
the jury. some of whom, it is alleged, drank 
Hawthorne's whisky and slept on his blankets 
during the trial. He was greatly astonished at 
the verdict, expecting an acquittal or certainly 
a “hung” jury. After sentence was pro- 
nounced his counsel made a motion for a new 
trial, which was overruled. They then gave 
notice of an in appeal to the Supreme Court. 


PROTECTION. 


High Tariff for Bosses, Low Wages 
for Workmen. 

Fatt River, Mass., Jan. 22.— [New. York 
Tribune.|—Active steps were taken this after- 
noon to effect a reduction in the wages of cot- 
ton operatives here. The manufacturers for 
the last few weeks have been undecided 
. whether to make a reduction or close the mills 
tor a number of weeks, in order to yevive the 
market for prints. This latter proposition was 
favored by the operatives, as they preferred 
to rest and recuperate their energies to toiling 
at lower rates. But the manufacturers 
argued that if their factories were closed 
factories in other places would be in full 
operation. A meeting of the manufacturers, 
at which nearly every member was presen 
was beld this afternoon. “protracted 
discussion of the best course the 
meeting adjourned without any 
tion being decided upon. The amount favored 
ranged from 5 to 10 per cent, but as the board 
was unable to agree a committee was chosen 
to fix upon the amount, which is to take effect 
on and after the first Monday in,February.
